i* ron these accounts it is inevi table that the court agreed in detail with exactly 
what I wrote and addressed itself strongly to that particular issue wliether or not it 
did to others. I would guess tliat in taking tills as the easy way the court made some 
refer -jice to other fuctors in the petition all of which come 3 from my work. 

If I am even dose to correct in what are presumptions, and I am confident I am, 

the court not having your emotional involvement, then I would ask you to consider if 
you do not owe yourself and me some rectification of what you have done and some recog- 
nition of what I then told you, that a partisan ought never pose as a reviewer. 

I doubt two things, tliat you will recall a book tliat has as mnnh impact on a 

judicial determination in any major case or crime; that the paper would oven consider 
any article in which you might soy this or anything else by way of rectification.
